Germany Sues For Peace 


The three cornered alliance of Germany, Austria and 
Turkey is on the verge of the precipice and Germany’s pro­ 
posal, made through the new chancellor, Prince Max of 
Baden, is the last desperate attempt to save, from utter 
ruin, the war power and the war lords. 
The reason is not difficult to ascertain. Turkey is. t<» 
all intents and purposes, out of the war now. The tall <»f 
Constantinople, the opening of the Dardenelks and tile 
Ousting of the l urk from Europe i-, unless something now 
unforseen intervenes, a matter only of days. 
Austria’s complete capitulation is scarcely less certain 
than that of Turkey. 
With her armies disorganized and overwhelmingly 
defeated, with her civil population without food, clothing 
or fuel, the conglomerate empire of Charles is tottering to 
its fall. 
Austria faces not only a winter of discontent, hunger, 
desolation, riots and anarchy at home, hut a winter with no 
cessation of fighting at the front. 
Marshal Foci) has so 
successfully conducted his campaign that Serbia and Ru­ 
mania will be able to conduct a campaign against Austria 
on the Balkans frontier. 
Italy’s army is stronger than ever 
and ready for a crushing winter campaign against the dual 
monarchy. Poland and the border provinces of Russia are 
arming and organizing for an attack from the east. 
The result, it seems now, cannot he ill doubt and as a 
consequence Austria is in a panic. German military pow­ 
er has been crushed in I'ranee and Belgium by the mighty 
blows of the French, British. Belgians and Americans. 
The threat of Austria and Turkey to withdraw and 
make peace could not be ignored by Berlin. 
Something 
had to be done at once. 
Germany could no longer buy, 
promise or threaten her allies into continuing in the war. 
The peace proposal is of tremendous import—not be­ 
cause of its sincerity, 
not 
because the allied 
govern­ 
ments will deal with “ the present rulers of Germany,” hut 
as showing conclusively the final and complete disintegra­ 
tion of the barbaric alliance. 
ft seems safe to assert that there will he no armistice, 
no peace conference with the military power; that the 
terms granted Bulgaria will be granted Germany. Austria, 
and Turkey—complete military surrender and acceptance 
of the terms of the allies. 
There will he no dickering and no agreement, because 
agreements would be useless and an armistice under any 
other terms than those given Bulgaria would he disastrous. 
The terms of peace will be those made by the allies, 
not those suggested by Germany, nor not terms that result 
from a peace conference. Peace will come when (Germany 
ceases to fight, acknowledges that she has been beaten 
when the armies have been surrendered and demobilizec 
and a just peace which will insure the safety of the work 
arranged and put into effect by the allies. 
Should Germany refuse our terms of peace the result 
will doubtless be a separate surrender by Turkey and Au- 
tria and perhaps Bavaria leaving the blasting out <>f Pm- 
sia for the campaign of next year. 
While conditions are changing with startling rapidity 
and developments favor the allied cause—the cause of bu 
inanity, justice and freedom of mankind— in every theater 
of action, we must not be unmindful of the fact that we 
are called upon to redouble all our efforts and hasten tin 
final victory which is now in sight.

Perth Amboy Fxplosion 


The explosion in the big munitions plants at Perth 
Amboy, New Jersey, Friday night and Saturday morning, 
frightful as they were in their consequences, are reminders 
that we have been remarkably fortunate in escaping such 
tragedies. 
Considering the great number of munitions factories 
in operation, the haste in the work, with its unavoidable 
attendant confusion, and the tens of thousands of unskill­ 
ed workers employed in and about such factories and the 
loading stations and piers, the wonder is that we have not 
had more disasters of the sort which wrecked the Perth 
Amboy plant. 
Never were high explosives and all sorts of dangerous 
high power ammunition shells manufactured in such tre­ 
mendous quantities anywhere on earth as they are todaj 
in the United States. 
The employers and employees alike have been under 
great nervous strain to rush the work through to the earli­ 
est possible moment and both alike have been, and are yet, 
inexperienced in the dangerous work. 
While, perhaps, German sympathizers are willing that 
the Huns be given credit with having caused the disaster, 
we are inclined to think that some inexperienced worker 
blundered. Perhaps it will never be known what unfortun­ 
ate human being, having, probably, already paid the ex­ 
treme penalty, was responsible for the tragedy.
